It  is  now  the 
end  of  this,  and  I  have  just  been  overwhelmed  and  confounded  with  the  sight  of  ■ 
a  requisition  made  by  you,  which,  I  am  assured,  cannot  be  filled  an^d  got  off  with  in 
an  hour  short  of  two  months!  I  enclose  you  a  copy  of  the  requisition,  in  some 
hope   that   it   is   not  genuine — that  you   have   never  seen   it.

If  you  had 
the  articles  of  this  requisition  upon  the  wharf,  with  the  necessary  animals  to  make 
them  of  any  use,  and  forage  for  the  animals,  you  could  not  get  vessels  together  in 
two  weeks  to  carry  the  whoUe,  to  say  nothing  of  your  twenty  thousand  men;  and, 
having  the  vessels,  you  could  not  put  the  cargoes  aboard,  in  two  weeks  more.  And 
after  all,  ivhere  you  are  going  you  have  no  use  for  them.  When  you  parted  with 
me,  you  hdd  no  such  ideas  in  your  mind — /  know  you  had  not,  or  you  could  not 
have  expected  to  be  off,  so  soon  as  you  said.  You  must  get  back  to  something  like 
the  plan  you  had  then,  .or  your  expedition  is  a  failure  before  you  start.  You  must 
be  off'  before  Congress  meets.  You  would  be  better  off  any  where,  and  especially 
where  you  are  going,  for  not  having  a  thousand  wagons  doing  nothing  but  hauling 
forage  to  feed  the  animals  that  draw  them  and  taking  at  least  two  thousand  men  to 
care  for  the  wagons  and  animals  zvho  otherwise  might  be  two  thousand  good 
soldiers.

With  an  Individuality  the  most  strongly  m.arked  such  ivas  the  flexibility 
of  his  Features  or  of  the  Muscles  governing  them,  he  was  seldom  twice 
alike.  Hence  the  endless  variety  observable  in  the  photographs  we  have 
of  him.  Of  the  white  Cravat  I  can  speak  more  distinctly.  He  rarely 
wore  it,  but  in  some  instances  had  done  so,  among  others  at  some  wed- 
dings. This  decided  me  to  adopt  it  for  its  better  pictorial  effect.  The 
scant  neck-tie  he  usually  wore  seemed  in  his  case,  utterly  unsuited  to  a 
portrait;  its  sharp  black  line,  like  a  gash  seemed  to  sever  the  Head  from 
the  body,  it  appalled  me."
